Blanton to seek venue change

PAINTSVILLE — A change in venue 
will be sought at the arraignment of a 
Johnson County man accused of murder- 
ing his parents. 

William E. Blanton, 30, indicted last 
week on two counts of murder, two 



counts of tampering with physical evi- 
dence and first-degree persistent felony 
offender, is scheduled to be arraigned 
April 5 , three days before his trial is set 
to begin in Lawrence County on other 
charges. 

In that case, Blanton is charged with 
possessing forged checks belonging to 
his parents and attempting to fill his 
father’s prescription at a Paintsville 



pharmacy. 

According to last Wednesday’s 
indictment, Blanton allegedly “intention- 
ally and/or wantonly with extreme indif- 
ference to the value of human life” 
caused the deaths of his parents, Larry 
and Sandra Blanton, by “inflicting blunt 
force injury” to their heads and bodies. 

The indictment also claims he alleg- 
edly “destroyed, mutilated, concealed, 



removed or altered physical evidence 
which he believed was about to be pro- 
duced or used in an official proceeding 
with the intent to impair its availability 
by attempting to destroy or conceal vari- 
ous items used in the commission” of the 
murders of Larry and Sandra Blanton by 
concealing their bodies.

Sheriff s 
son pleads 
guilty to 
PI charge

PRESTONSBURG - The son 
of Floyd County Sheriff John K. 
Blackburn pleaded guilty Monday 
to a public intoxication charge. 

Jeffrey Blackburn entered a 
guilty plea at his arraignment Mon- 
day in Floyd District Court and was 
sentenced to five days in jail, for 
which he received jail credit for 
time served. 

Jeffrey Blackburn was arrested 
March 20 by members of the Pres- 
tonsburg Police Department, who 
were dispatched to a complaint of a 
driver in a black Chevrolet S-10 
pickup truck who was possibly 
impaired. 

The arresting officer, Brad Mar- 
tin, said he had received a complaint 
to assist with a traffic stop and that 
Sgt. Bryan Walker located the vehi- 
cle in the parking lot at Glyn View 
Plaza, but the driver wasn’t in the 
vehicle. 

“Sergeant Walker drove behind 
the restaurant, Mia Italiano, and 
spoke with a couple of employees, 
and they told him that there was a 
man in the restroom who had been 
in there for 15 or 20 minutes and 
that he didn’t act right and it was 
making them nervous,” Martin said. 
“They said they were getting ner- 
vous and were about to call when 
they saw us outside. The sergeant 
hollered at me, and I went over. He

Operation UNITE placed new medication drop 
boxes in sheriff’s offices throughout the Big Sandy 
region on March 20, including one each in Law- 
rence, Johnson and Martin counties. 

The organization is trying to make it easier for 
people to dispose of their expired or unwanted 
medications, and it doesn’t matter if it’s prescription 
or over-the-counter items. 

Collection boxes are open during regular busi- 
ness hours of the various law enforcement agencies 
offices. 

UNITE vice president Dan Smoot was present 



for the unveiling of the new collections boxes at the 
Lawrence County Sheriff’s Office, the Paintsville 
Police Department and the Martin County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

“It is our hope that people now have a safe place 
to dispose of their medications and that they will use 
it,” Smoot said. “Our goal is to have one in every 
county in the Fifth Congressional District. Thus far, 
from the ones we’ve cleaned out, we are up to about 
1,000 lbs. of pills and we will be doing another 
cleanup before we deliver them to the DEA on April 
27.” 

Smoot also said that the boxes must be bolted to

Johnson 
GJ issues 
sixteen 
true bills

PAINTSVILLE - The Johnson 
County Grand Jury issued 16 indict- 
ments March 20. 

In addition to the indictment of 
William E. Blanton on two counts of 
murder and other offenses, detailed 
in a separate story, others named in 
true bills are: 

• Mandy Wireman, 33, of West 
Van Lear, charged with two separate 
counts of first-degree bail jumping. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before March 15, Wireman alleg- 
edly knowingly and unlawfully after 
having been released from custody 
by the court upon the condition that 
she will subsequently appear at a 
specified time and place in connec- 
tion with a felony charge, intention- 
ally failed to appear at that time and 
place as ordered by the court for 
case number 12-CR-00110. 

According to the second indict- 
ment, on or before March 15, Wire- 
man allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully after having been 
released from custody by the court 
upon the condition that she will sub- 
sequently appear at a specified time 
and place in connection with a felo- 
ny charge, intentionally failed to 
appear at that time and place as 
ordered by the court for case num- 
ber 12-CR-00109.

Counties in region among state’s least healthy

PAINTSVILLE - Counties in 
the Big Sandy region are among the 
least healthy in Kentucky, according 
to a report released last week. 

In fact, Floyd County is desig- 
nated as the state’s least healthy 
county in the fourth annual “County 
Health Rankings,” released March 
20 by the Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation (RWJF) and the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin Population Health 
Institute (UWPHI). 

Although other counties in the 
region are ranked higher than Floyd 
on the healthy meter, they are among 
those in the poorest health, the report 
shows. 



Martin County is ranked 114th, 
Johnson County is ranked 108th and 
Lawrence County is ranked 100th. 

Terry Brooks, executive director 
at Kentucky Youth Advocates, said 
the report “reminds us that health 
does not exist in a vacuum.” 

“The national and state data 
reveal that a number of non-health 
factors are cornerstones to the state 
of Kentuckians’ health,” Brooks said 
in a press release. “For instance, we 
know that there is a direct and dis- 
turbing link between child poverty 
and health. Until we tackle poverty, 
graduation rates and family sup- 
ports, the state of health for Ken- 
tuckians will not improve.” 

The rankings allow counties to 
see how they compare to other coun- 



ties within the state. The actual data 
is based on a range of factors that 
influence health, including high 
school graduation rates, obesity, 
smoking, and family and social sup- 
port. This year’s rankings include 
new measures, such as how many 
dentists are in a community per resi- 
dent. 

Brooks said Kentucky communi- 
ties “should see these rankings as a 
challenge.” 

“That challenge is less about 
comparing this county with that 
county and more about how every 
community can take action to 
improve the health of its neighbors,” 
Brooks said. “Fortunately, people 
from all parts of the state are work- 
ing to improve the health of their 



community. For example, a few 
communities in Eastern Kentucky 
including Raceland and South Shore 
recently passed ordinances that will 
help make their communities friend- 
lier to active modes of transportation 
including bicycling and walking. 
Other communities are working on 
making their communities smoke- 
free to reduce secondhand smoke 
exposure and smoking rates.” 

According to the 2013 Rankings, 
the five healthiest counties in Ken- 
tucky, starting with most healthy, are 
Oldham, followed by Boone, Shel- 
by, Lyon, and Spencer. The five 
counties in the poorest health, start- 
ing with least healthy, are Floyd, 
Perry, Breathitt, Wolfe, and Lee. 

“We all have a stake in creating a 



healthier community and no single 
sector alone can tackle the health 
challenges in any given communi- 
ty,” said Patrick Remington, MD, 
MPH, professor and associate dean 
at the University of Wisconsin 
School of Medicine and Public 
Health. “Collaboration is critical. 
The Rankings are sparking action all 
over the country as people from all 
sectors join forces to create new pos- 
sibilities in health— county by coun- 
ty" 

“As important as local action is, 
our state elected officials must also 
shoulder the responsibility for 
improving the health of all Kentuck- 
ians,” added Brooks. “We need

The indictment also says 
he has been previously con- 
victed of a felony on at least 
two separate occasions. 

Blanton’s court- appointed 
attorney, Steve Goble, said 
Monday that he expects to ask 
for a change in venue in the 
murder case due to news cov- 
erage. 

“You only get one chance 
for a change in venue, and I 
want to make sure that the 
jurors hear facts of the case,” 
Goble said. “The Big Sandy 
News covers Lawrence Coun- 
ty, Martin County, Johnson 
County, Floyd County, and 
Magoffin County, and you 
have The Paintsville Herald 
and WSAZ and WYMT cov- 
ering the case, so we want to 
make sure people haven’t read 
about it or seen it on TV and 
already formed an opinion.” 

Goble also said that the 
commonwealth’s attorney 
office might move to have the 
cases combined, which might 
require a continuance in next 
week’s scheduled trial. 

“I am still waiting for dis- 
covery,” Goble said. “I don’t 
actually know until his 
arraignment on April 5 what 
will happen,” Goble said. “I 
guess we will see. I don’t 
really want to speak about the 
facts of the case, but I don’t 
care to talk about procedure.” 

Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney Anna Melvin said last 
week that she anticipated 
Blanton’s attorney would seek 
a change in venue and that 
most likely the cases would be 
combined. 

“We will probably try the 
cases all together, and if that 
happens, there will probably 
be a continuance for the trial 
scheduled in Lawrence Coun- 
ty on April 8,” Melvin said. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
were reported missing in Sep- 
tember 2012 and authorities 
said at the time of their disap- 
pearance that William Blanton 
and his girlfriend, Amanda 
Fannin, were considered per- 
sons of interest in the case. 

The murder indictment 
was a result of a plea agree- 
ment involving Fannin, who 
annarentlv helned authorities 



in the investigation. 

Fannin, who was indicted 
last year on charges of fla- 
grant non- support and pro- 
moting contraband, entered a 
plea agreement with the com- 
monwealth’s attorney’s office 
“to provide information that 
the Commonwealth believes 
will enable them to prosecute 
William E. Blanton for caus- 
ing the deaths of his of his 
parents, Larry Blanton and 
Sandra Blanton, and for con- 
cealing their remains.” 

“The Defendant agrees to 
provide a full and complete 
statement concerning her total 
knowledge of the events sur- 
rounding the disappearance, 
presumed death (including 
manner and mechanism of 
death) and burial of Larry and 
Sandra Blanton, and agrees to 
provide testimony if neces- 
sary concerning her knowl- 
edge of these events,” the plea 
agreement says. “All state- 
ments given by the defendant 
pursuant to this agreement 
shall be made in the presence 
of her counsel and shall be 
recorded. Should the Defen- 
dant fail to disclose a material 
fact known to her, knowingly 
give false information, or is 
later discovered to have been 
involved in the death of Larry 
and Sandra Blanton, the Com- 
monwealth and defendant are 
released from this agreement 
with any information gained 
by the Commonwealth use- 
able for any purpose.” 

The couple’s remains were 
found buried in an area by a 
barn on the couple’s Oil 
Springs property Feb. 22. 
According to Johnson County 
Coroner, J. R. Frisby, they 
died of blunt force trauma to 
the head and the trunk. 

Frisby also explained that 
it was necessary to use dental 
records and a pacemaker to 
positively identify the couple 
and the official date of death 
was determined through joint 
investigation efforts with the 
Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office to be Sept. 7, 2012. 

On Oct. 17, 2012, William 
Blanton was indicted for 
charges associated with the 
case. 

Blanton is scheduled to go 
to trial in Lawrence County 



April 8, for charges in nine 
separate indictments for 
alleged offenses that occurred 
after or before the couple 
went missing. He was arrested 
Oct. 8, 2012 after he allegedly 
attempted to fill his father’s 
prescription for methadone at 
a Paintsville Pharmacy, at 
which time he was charged 
with obtaining or attempting 
to obtain a controlled sub- 
stance without a practitioner 
prescription. 

In the first indictment, 
Blanton is charged with intent 
to defraud/scheme/artifice to 
obtain benefits under $10,000 
and first-degree persistent 
felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Sept. 27, 
Blanton allegedly devised a 
scheme or plan or artifice to 
obtain benefits from any 
assistance program by means 
of false or fraudulent repre- 
sentations or engage in con- 
duct that advances that 
scheme and is a previously 
convicted felon. 

In five additional indict- 
ments, Blanton is charged 
with a total of 10 counts of 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument and first- 
degree persistent felony 
offender. 

According to the indict- 
ments, all of the charges of 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument occurred 
between Sept. 3 and Sept. 14, 
2012. The indictments claim 
he possessed forged checks 
totaling $3,185.81 belonging 
to his parents. 

In addition, on Oct. 1, 
Blanton allegedly took cattle 
and various items of scrap 
metal belonging to Larry 
Blanton with a value totaling 
$1,500 and is also charged 
with prohibited acts relating 
to controlled substances, 
according to the indictments. 

On Oct. 8, Blanton alleg- 
edly knowingly and unlaw- 
fully misrepresented or with- 
held information from a prac- 
titioner, the indictments say. 

In nearly all the indict- 
ments, Blanton is also charged 
with first-degree persistent 
felony offender because he is 
a previously convicted felon.

Johnson sheriff 
to get new cars

PAINTSVILLE - The 
Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office will be able to purchase 
two new 2013 Ford Police 
Interceptors thanks to a 
$20,210 grant being awarded 
to the Johnson County Fiscal 
Court and for their agreement 
to provide matching funds. 

The Johnson County Fis- 
cal Court is contributing 
$37,534 for a total project cost 
of $57,744. 

Congressman Hal Rogers 
announced the awarding of 
the grant March 22 and said 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture-Rural Develop- 
ment awarded the federal 



grant to the Johnson County 
Fiscal Court for the purpose 
of purchasing two new cruis- 
ers for the sheriff’s office. 
Rogers also said in his release 
that the award is at the sole 
discretion of USDA-RD. 

“The resources of our rural 
Sheriff’s Offices are stretched 
thin by budget restraints,” 
Rogers said in a press release. 
“Updating a law enforcement 
fleet is a costly task that will 
always be essential to protect- 
ing families in our rural coun- 
ties. I applaud the Johnson 
County Fiscal Court and 
Judge Executive ‘Tucker’ 
Daniel for their efforts to help 
ensure emergency protection 
is available for the people of 
Johnson County.”
